Khrushchev 
Forms New 
Government

MOSCOW (m—Foreign Minister 


Andrei - Gromyko apparently will 
delay until next week his report 
to the Soviet Parliament on ban- 
ning, nuclear tests. 


Premier Nikita Khrushchev is 


expected to announce his new gov- 
ernment to Parliament at the 
Bame time. 
. Both events are expected at a 
Joint session of the Council of Un- 
ion and Council of Nationalities, 
probably Monday or Tuesday. 


In his speech on banning nu- 


clear tests Gromyko may an- 
nounce that the Soviet Union, 
without waiting fox> the ' United 
States and Britain, is suspending 
Its own H-bomb tests. 


The move would be intended to 


overshadow President Eisenhow- 
er's invitation to foreign scientists 
to witness tests in the Pacific this 
summer to show how far the Unit- 
ed States has advanced in reduc- 
ing radioactive fallout. 


The Council of Nationalities met 


lor only four hours today and' 
Khrushchev left an hour" before 
the meeting ended. It will meet 
again Monday. Only parliamen- 
tary groups are scheduled to meet 
tomorro\v and there are no ses- 
gions^n Sunday. Thus it appeared 
the joint session would be pushed 
back to Monday or Tuesday. 


The 
Council of Nationalities 


turned to discussion of Khrush- 
chev's plans to reorganize Soviet 
machine and tractor stations and 
sell the machines to collective 
farms. 


Also awaited was announce- 


ment of the new Council of Minis- 
ters, or Cabinet, which Khrush- 
chev will name to replace the gov- 
ernment which resigned along 
with former Premier Nikolai Bul- 
ganin. There was speculation that 
Bulganin would be named a dep- 
uty premier. 


Khrushchev led other members 


of the Communist party's ruling 
Presidium into the Kremlin hall 
as the Council of Nationalities re- 
opened the parliamentary session. 
Bulganin was with him.

activities for the fiscal year 
starting next July 1. 


In another action, the com- 


mittee approved §750,000 for the 
new Civil Rights Commission in 
the 1959 fiscal year. The step 
was taken over opposition from 
Southern members of the ap- 
propriations group and is cer- 
tain to provoke a battle. 


The committee acted a day 


after the House voted 9 % billion 
dollars in new funds to run two 
major departments and 17 fed- 
eral agencies in the coming fis- 
cal year. 


In approving the agriculture 


money bill, the committee said 
reduced farm income "is one of 
the major reasons that there are 
an estimated five million unem- 
ployed" workers walking the 
streets of our major cities to- 
day." 
,, 


"Elimination 
of,/ the 
small 


farmer" is no answer to the 
farm problem, the committee 
said. It accused the Agriculture 
Department of directing 
its 


principal" efforts toward "urging 
farm families to obtain off-farm 
employment and to move off 
their small farms." Such a pro- 
-gram, the House group said, 
would only swell the unemploy- 
ment rolls. 


The committee cited statistics 


which it said prove that the eco- 
nomic «tatus of farmers has 
been lov^.,.vd substantially since 
the Eisenhower administration 
took office. 
"The take of the 


middleman between the farmer 
and the consumer has continued 
to increase and the -consumer 
has received no cash benefit," it 
said. 


Per capita farm income has 


declined from $702 in 1952 to 
$684 in 1957, it said. 


"Every economic recession in 


this country has started on the 
farm," the committee said. 


In two separate bills whisked 


through by voice votes, the 
House voted new appropriations 
of $388,540,200 for the Labor 
Department, $2,565,080,581 for 
the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, and ?6,549,- 
920,900 for 17 independent gov- 
ernment agencies.

Benefits Under Crude Oil 
Import Quota Statement 


According to an announcement from the-White House, as 


mentioned in an Associated Press dispatch carried on Page 21 
of Thursday's issue, the United Refining Company of this city is 
one of several companies that will benefit from a crude oil im- 
port quota granted under the government's Voluntary Oil Import 
Program. Application for the quota had been filed last October 
and a public hearing was held in Washington on February 14th. 
The quota is for 3,000 barrels per day, beginning July 1st of 
this year. Although the Program is based on strictly voluntary 
compliance on the part of importers in the interests of national 
security, United Refining Company has pledged is unqualified 
support of government efforts to restrict the level "of imports 
by voluntary cooperation. For a time it had been rumored that 
mandatory controls might be imposed, either by Act of Congress 
or Presidential Order since certain companies have thus far re- 
fused to cooperate with the Pro- — 
— 


gram. However, yesterday's an-1?* 
An- 


nouncement by President Eisen- 
hower indicated that mandatory 
controls would not yet be re- 
sorted to and the voluntary ba- 
sis will be continued, at least 
for another three months. 


The necessity for control over 


the level of oil imports arises 
out of the fact that while oil 
production in the major pro-j 
ducing states in this country, is j 
limited each month by state au- 
thorities to the estimated de- 
mand, oil produced in the Middle 
East or Venezuela at much low- 
er cost has been imported in the 
past by the major oil companies 
without any limitation and has 
tended recently to displace do- 
mestic supplies of crude. 
For 


instance the state of Texas is 
now restritced to producing oil 
only eight days per month, 
largely as a result of the high 
levels of imports. President Ei- 
senhower appointed' a committee 
last year to study the problem, 
composed of the Secretaries of 
Commerce, Defense, T r e asury. 
State, Interior and Labor. The 
committee found that excessive 
imports were adversely affect- 
ing the domestic oil industry 
and therefore posed a threat to 
national security since 
they 


could not be counted on in time 
of emergency. 


In its application for a quota, 


the United Refining Company 
had contended that it was at a 
severe competitive disadvantage 
since wholesale prices in the 
area in which it markets are 
determined largely by the costs 
of refining petroleum r^oducts 
from foreign crude which is 
much cheaper than the domestic

Quick Action 
Soughtfor 
Highway Bill 


JEFFERSON, Ohio Iff) — The 


largest oil lease deal ever com- 
pleted in northeastern Ohio, onvol- 
ving almost three quarters of a 
million dollars, has been disclosed 
by an Erie, Pa., man who will 
share in production. 


John A. McGuire said yester- 


day Phillips Petroleum Co., of 
Bartlesville, Okla., completed a 
lease agreement to develop 73,260 
acres in Northeastern Ohio. In- 
cluded are 37,428 acres in Ashta- 
bula County, 20,038 acres in Port- 
age County and 15,794 acres in 
Trumbull County. 


According to terms of the agree- 


ment, development and drilling 
costs will be apid by Phillips and 
McGuire will receive an unspeci- 
fied share of all .production of 
either oil or gas. Phillips, which 
has already made an initial pay- 
ualshrdlu shrdluetaoinshrdluetaou 
ment of 5146,520, will make an- 
nual payments of $731260 for 10 
years. 


WASHINGTON (ff) — Democrat- 


ic congressional leaders pushed 
today for quick action on the high- 
way construction speedup bill to 
try to get it to President Eisen- 
hower's desk next week. 


The Senate passed the big anti- 


recession measure 84-4 and im- 
mediately asked for a speedy con- 
ference v/ith the House on it. The 
House may take up the request 
today. 


The bill would pour an addition- 


al 51,800,000,000 in federal-state 
funds into the nation's roadbuild- 
ing program this year. 


It would make available 5% 


billions over-all for the roadbuild- 
ing program^ this year, although 
much of the actual spending would 
come later. Passage of the bill is j 
expected to provide 88,000 new 
jobs this year, and its sponsors 
say,more than 500,000 eventually 
may be added. 


The measure also for the first 


time would set up federal incen- 
tives to the states to regulate bill- 
boards along the 41,000-mile sup- 
erhighway network — the inter- 
state system. 


The House version of the legis- 


lation, passed two weeks ago, is 
much less broad than the Senate 
bill. It does not contain any of 
the increased or speeded-up allot- 
ments of the Senate bill, and does 
not deal with billboards. 


The Senate measure, with Sen. 


Gore (D-Tenn) as chief sponsor, 
would make available $1,220,000,- 
000 more in federal-state money 
for the interstate system this year 
than can be allotted under present 
la\v. • 


It also sets up a special 400- 


million-dollar fund for e x t r a 
grants to the states for the other 
road systems—the primary, farm- 
to-market and urban. 


Rebels Held 
For Plotting 
Refuse Eats

BROWNSVILLE, Tex. (»-Thir- 


ty-six fuming Cuban rebels from 
New York, charged with conspir- 
acy to violate the U. S. Neutrality 
Act, continued their hunger strike 
in jail today. Four Ecuadoreans 
also were accused. 


"I think they'll come around," 


Dep. Sheriff F. H. Deven said aft- 
er the men all refused breakfast. 
"They just think they've been de- 
proved of their rights," he said 
of the fired-up group. 


The Cubans went through a 


chow line but refused food. 


The four crewmen, who did not 


eat last night, took breakfast. 


The 36 sat listening to a minis- 


ter while other inmates ate. Their 
leader said they last ate. Wednes- 
day when they grabbed a sand- 
wich while preparing arms. 


A Coast Guard cutter rammed 


their- 85-foot vessel about five 
miles off the lower Texas coast 
in the Gulf of Mexico. All the 
New Yorkers were uniformed and 
heavily armed. 


The vessel halted only after U.S. 


agents pulled alongside and board- 
ed her. The men surrendered with- 
out resistance. 


Arnoldo G. Barren, who de- 


scribed himself as leader of the 
group, said the men purchased 
arms and ammunition from an un- 
disclosed source in the United 
States with $20,000 which they had 
saved over a period of months. 


He said he was a friend of 


Cuban rebel leader Fidel Castro 


1 _and that the United States_ hadjip 
:rigKt~to~seize"Hs"TnTri"and weap- 
ons. 


The arms were those "with 


which we were- going to defend 
freedom — the freedom -not only 
of Cuba but of the world," Barton 
said. 


The group protested by going on

According: to the Fatality Squad of Detroit's Accident Pre- 


vention Bureau, Mr. Ryan was traveling on John R. Street in a 
Checker taxicab about 2:35 p. m. At the intersection of Seven 
Mile Road, the right side of the cab was struck, sending the 
vehicle caroming into the far lane where it was struck by a 
second car going in the opposite direction on John R. Street. 


Doors of the taxi were flung* 


open by the impact and the vic- 
tim was thrown to the street. 
Mr. Ryan was rushed to the 
hospital suffering a fractured 
pelvis, possible skull fracture 
and severe internarinjuries and 
bleeding. 


Vincent Moxie, a 74-year-old 


Detroit man who precipitated 
the accident when he swung on- 
to John R. street from Seven 
Mile Road, fled from the crash 
scene but his front license plate 
had been jarred off.

—is based largely on psychology- 
knowing how to recognize tension 
building up and knowing what 
steps to take to avert it before it 
flares into mob violence. 


"We have tentaive plans to edu- 


cate a hard core of state police- 
man first in the techniques and 
then they in turn can pass on their 
education to any local groups who 
wish to take advantage of the 
teaching," Wright explained. 


He said the plan grew out of 


the establishment of the Civil 
Rights Division by Gov. Leader 
and Atty. Gen. Thomas D. Mc- 
bride last year.

This would apply mainly to

18 MEN DIE 
IN MID-AIR 
PLANE CRASH

Two Air Force planes rammed 
together at dusk yesterday and

Eisenhower says letting the ad- 
ministration's international trade 
program lapse would jeopardize 
the jobs of many Americans and 
build up the "deadly peril" of 
communism abroad. 


It also would mean a return "to 


the law of the jungle in trade re- 
lations 
between 
nations," 
the 


President said last night in ad- 
dressing a bipartisan dinner here 
and a coast-to-coast television- 
radio audience. 


Eisenhower plugged hard for his 


request that Congress extend the 
Reciprocal Trade Act for five 
years. He also wants authority to 
cut tariffs as much as 25 per cent. 


The program faces rough going 


at the Capitol and is under fire 
too from some businessmen — 
100 of whom staged an opposition 
rally in V/ashington. 
- The 1,200 diners Eisenhower ad- 
dressed gave him warm ovations 
at the start and conclusion of his 
talk and interrupted him seven 
times with applause. 


The dinner, sponsored by 128 


organizations backing the admin- 
istration program, climaxed a day 
long conference at which Demo- 
cratic and Republican leaders 
joined Eisenhower in calling trade 
extension vital to United States 
interests at home and abroad. 


Adlai E. Stevenson, twice the 


Democratic nominee for presi- 
dent, led the list of Democrats 
providing a bipartisan touch. 


House Speaker Rayburn 
(D- 


Tex), 
in a speech read for him 


because he had a conflicting en- 
;agement out of town, sounded a 
note similar to Eisenhower's in 
laying the Soviet challenge to the 
iree world in economic competi- 
tion is "unrelenting and deadly." 


Rayburn added: "It will profit 


us nothing if we gain the moon 
and lose the earth to the Rus- 
sians." 


The President hit hard at both 


the global and the home front 
aspects of the trade program. 


Alluding to the U.S. business 


slump, he said: "World trade 
makes jobs for at least Wz mil- 
lion American workers. At a time 
of slack in the economy like the 
present, these jobs should not be 
placed in jeopardy by crippling 
our trade program." 


Rejection of the program, he 


added, would "destroy far more 
jobs and job opportunities . . . 
than it could possibly preserve." 


As for the danger from commu- 


nism, Eisenhower said the Krem- 
lin is seeking to lure developing 
free nations into a "spider web" 
through 
economic penetration. 


The great goal of the Reds, the 
President added, is "economic en- 
circlement of the United States."

WASHINGTON ffl — President 


Eisenhower's lost a pen-pal, Ni- 
kita Khrushchev lost a traveling 
companion, and Prime Minister 
Bulganin lost a job. 


With another full-blown one-man 


dictatorship replacing the Soviet 
Union's vaunted collective leader- 
ship, the future is anyone's guess. 


What happened yesterday — 


when C o m m u n i s t party boss 
Khrushchev bounced Bulganin and 
became prime minister too—was 
simply political realism. The par- 
ty ran the Soviet Union. Khrush- 
chev ran the party and the coun- 
try. Bulganin was strictly a front 
man. So Khrushchev became boss 
oi everything in name as well as, 
in fact. 


The question is: Why did he 


have to bounce Bulganin at all? 
Bulganin was only window dress- 
ing. He didn't have a shred of 
Khrushchev'i power. He looked 
like an oversized Santa Qaus who 
made a genial traveling compan- 
ion for Khrushchev on his frequent 
trips abroad. 


It's possible Khrushchev—play- 


Ing the role of world peacemaker 
—wants to make some sudden and 
dramatic proposals that will have 
a. greater appearance of newness 
and a break with the past if the 
new boss man is doing the talk- 
ing instead of talking through his 
Charley McCarthy, Bulganin. 


In the world's mind all Soviet 


policies and proposals so far have 
had to be identified with both Bul- 
ganin and Khrushchev. Bulganin, 
meanwhile, may drop back into a 
deputy premier's spot, with noth- 
ing to do. There are, however, 
other possible courses Khrushchev 
can take. 


For the time being he may con- 


tinue his pohcy of sweet reason- 
ableness and peaceful intentions, 
but'switch it when he leels the 
Soviet Union has enough muscle 
not to be so peaceful. The Soviet 
Union still isn't in a position to 
outmatch this country thoroughly 
Sn a military way. It's trying hard. 


If it succeeds Khrushchev may 


drop his trying-to-get-along tactics 
for threats and intimidation. He 
doesn't have a lot of time to wait 
He's 64. But the Soviet Union is 
moving fast. So is Khrushchev, 
and has been since the old dicta- 
tor, Stalin, died in 1953. 


For a while after Stalin's death 


the Soviet Union supposedly was 
run by the collective leadership 
of his heirs. One by one Khrush- 
chev got the most important of 
them—at least those who didn't 
agree with him or might have 
been a threat to his ultimate seiz- 
ure of power—out of the way. 


But Khrushchev years ago broke 


away from the rigidity of Stalin 
and, although a thorough Commu- 
nist, has been far mere flexible 
in both domestic and foreign af- 
fairs than the old tyrant. 


If, in the five years since Stalin 


died, the Soviet Union can be said 
to have moved in any direction it 
was towards the right a little bit 
It wouldn't be surprising if it 
moved more that way. 


It will be increasingly difficult 


in a highly industrialized and edu- 
cated society—such as the Soviet 
Union is striving mightly to be 
—to retain the rigidity imposed on 
the country by Stalin when it was 
shll trying to get on its feet and 
illieteracy was the rule and not 
the exception. 


In time it seems likely the edu- 


,cated Soviets—the scientists, en- 
gineers and managers—will whit- 
tie away at the" absolute party 
dictatorship and demand more 
say in the government. It may not 
turn out to be the kind of democ- 
racy this country has. 


But the Soviet Union will have 


to change since nations, like ani- 
mals, are in the stream of evolu- 
tion. The best this country can 
hope is that the Soviet evolution 
will take a turn further to the 
right In the meantime the West- 
ern countries, because of their 
own evolution and economic pres- 
sures, may turn more to the left

Arena Proposed 


HARRISBURG IB 
—The long- 


sidetracked proposal to provide 
faculties for basketball at the 
State Farm Show Arena appeared 
to be highballing today. 


The General Siate Authority yes- 


terday agreed to work with the 
State Agriculture Department on 
a proposal that the GSA provide 
funds for construction of a por- 
table floor and other facilities 
needed to make the 8,000-seat 
arena available for basketball. 


It set a 5100,000 ceiling on any 


construction, but Dr._ William L. 
Henning, secretary of agriculture, 
estimated m i n i m u m facilities 
could be provided for 560,000. 


Henning had gone to the GSA 


for help, claiming that the Farm 
Show Commission's budget did not 
allow for the facilities. 


A letter to the GSA from J. B. 


Shollenberger, president of Her- 
shey Estates, expressing opposi- 
tion to the plan was made public. 
He said the Hershey Arena 
"should not have to compete with 
the state" for the Basketball at- 
tractions. Hershey is about 15 
miles east of here. 


However, Gov. Leader, chair- 


man of the GSA, said the state's 
PIAA basketball playoffs, which 
are expected to make the most 
use of any facilities at the Farm 
Show Building, are "not a private 
function." The governor said he 
favors the plan for the Farm 
Show Arena.

KINZUA DAM DECISION 


Regarding the recent decision in the injunc- 


tion appeal the Salamanca Republican-Press says: 


The controversy over the Kinzua dam is not 


ended by the refusal of a U. S. District Court to 
grant an injunction to halt construction on the 
big project. Counsel for the Seneca Nation of 
Indians, which has been trying to prevent the 
flooding of part of its Allegany reservation, an- 
nounced long ago that the case would be taken 
to the U. S. Supreme Court in the event of defeat 
in the lower courts. An appeal to the U. S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals would be the next logical 
step for the opposition, and Seneca Nation Coun- 
sel has announced that such an appeal will be 
made. 


Nevertheless the District Court decision brings 


the Kinzua Dam appreciably nearer. An exper- 
ienced Washington correspondent of the Pitts- 
burgh Post-Gazette says the District Court deci- 
sion "places this land on the same legal plane 
as that owned by any American citizen: it may 
be taken for the public need, but only on payment 
of a fair price." 


That has been the government position all 


along. More than a year ago, when speaking be- 
fore a Salamanca Board of Trade gathering, Col. 
Sprague, in charge of the Army Engineers Pitts- 
burgh district, said this was the government's 
position, and that the Senecas would receive fair 
and just treatment from the government. 


That the Army Engineers are confident of ul- 


timate governmnt victory over the opposition to 
the Kinzua dam project, is indicated by the con- 
tinuance of preliminary work. The Bradford Era 
is authority for the statement that a new "sky- 
line" drive is looming in Western Pennsylvania 
because of the necessity of by-passing sections of 
Pennsylvania Highway Route 59. The series of 
dam encirclements for Rt. 59, it says, "will result 
in a so-called 'skyline drive' at the south line of 
the reservoir by way of Kinzua and the old state 
road into Marshburg." Unofficial announcement 
has been made that the first section of by-pass 
roads will be put up for bids by the state in June. 


Tentative plans for relocation of roads on the 


reservation in New York State have already been 
made by the Army Engineers .and shown on pub- 
lished maps. To afford access to some parts of 
the reservation, construction of roads along the 
ridges back from the river would be logical. Such 
roads might be comparable in a general way to 
the reported "skyline drive" in Pennsylvania. 


LET'S CONSIDER SOURCES 


Once again, at a public hearing those property 


owners who are trying to raise families in the 
immediate -vicinity went on record against the 
proposed zoning adjustment along Fourth Ave- 
nue between Hickory and Market streets. To 
us it's a legitimate gripe. 


If Council members honestly feel that Warren 


Borough has outgrown its sprawling business dis- 
trict, then they must vote for the change. How- 
ever, how anyone can conclude this in good con- 
science would t-^ a. mystery. 


Perhaps a situation exists which should be 


remedied, but to do so by flagrantly violating 
the obvious wishes of tax paying families is per- 
verse, to say the least. 


If such a lack of business office space actually 


existed, responsible business leaders would soon 
fill up the profitable vacuum.

Appar- 
ently these two-year-old tests confirmed his belief that he'd dis- ' 
covered a treasure. He was delightedly exploring it again with his 
tongue v/hen his mother appeared. 


She hastily removed the treasure. 
Throwing it back into the

vy/E can't help it happening. The toddler's world is filled with old 
" fruit skins, cigar butts, sharp sticks and other objects which 
seem as desirable to him as they seem undesirable to us. We have 
to say, "No—give it to Mommy." 


The point is, no matter how kindly we say it, the toddler's 


experience is largely one of disappearing property. His acquiring 
of new, delightful possessions is always getting involved with their 
surrender and disappearance. 


It is this toddler experience that makes it so hard for older 


children to share their belongings. They're just not able to be sure 
that they will regain possession of them. 


CO ve are foolish to reprimand the four-year-old who screams 
^ 
when a guest giabs her doll buggy Indeed, we are pretty 


aibitrary to reprove the se\en-jear-old for refusing to lend his 
conductor's cap to his little brother. 


It takes quite a while to outgrow the toddler's vivid memory 


of disappearing property. 


So, what property-defensive youngsters need is not moral demand 


but time—time to accumulate many reassuring experiences of their 
property's stability. 


As the four-year-old discovers that her doll buggy is here to 


stay, she becomes less apprehensive about the loss of other belong- 
ings. As the seven-year-old learns that he really controls the dis- 
posal of his conductor's cap, he begins to lose his need to^assert 
-ontrol of his roller skates, crayons and water pistol. 


But these developments take tune, time, time.

Business 
Mirror

NEW YORK (ffl—All hands are 


anxious to believe that President 
Eisenhower is right in saying we 
may be seeing the worst of the 
recession right now. 


That things are worse today 


than they were just a short time 
back is easy to prove. Ask any of 
the five to six million persons out 
of work, if you doubt it. 


That the bottom is near or at 


hand isn't easy to prove yet The 
statistics on that are still to come. 


That the economy in general 


will get impressively better soon 
is difficult for many persons to 
foresee—it calls rather for an act 
of faith. 


But a few signs that the slump 


is wearing bottom—frail as they 
may later prove to be—can be 
found. 


While most barometers of busi- 


ness still point to stormy weather, 
a few respected ones are wavering 
toward the fair side. 


The one most businessmen greet 


with the greatest cheer today is 
the report from Cleveland by the 
National Machine Tool Builders 
Assn. that new'1 orders may top 
those in February, when they rose 
18 per cent above January and 23 
per cent above December. The 
final 1957 month saw orders sink 
to an eight-year low. 


They are still 61 per cent be- 


hind last year's figure, but the 
pickup conceivably could spell the 
end in the long decline in an in- 
dustry whose up-and-down swings 
often foretell those of the general 
economy's pendulum. 


Another indicator of business 


thinking and planning are bank 
loans to business. For some time 
they have been weak.

Soviet Scientists Believed 
Working on a Spectacular

A mammoth Sputnik? . . . A 


moon-high satellite? . . . What's 
next in the heavenly cold war . . . 
What does the Kremlin have up its 
sleeve in the Soviet space pro- 
gram? 


Vague hints suggest Soviet sci- 


entists are working on something 
spectacular. There also are hints 
that Soviet politicians would like 
to tie the next venture to some- 
thing new in the cold war: an 
offensive. 


It's been almost five months 


since the Soviets launched their 
second artificial earth satellite, 
Sputnik II. 


Perhaps the Soviets have been 


trying and f a i l i n g with new 
launching attempts. Or perhaps 
they plan to time their new shoot 
for a propitious moment. Just in 
advance of a summit meeting, 
their next space venture would 
have enormous propaganda im- 
pact. 


Speculation on Soviet plans runs 


all the way from manned devices 
or space platforms to "just an- 
other Sputnik." 


It is even possible, say some 


Western scientists, that the Sov- 
iets might try'to throw a Sputnik 


on a huge elliptical course .which 
would take it more than 250,000 
miles — beyond the moon — be- 
fore it returned to settle into its 
orbit. 


In Washington, guesses based 


on intelligence information lean to 
the possibility of a mammoth 
Sputnik, perhaps five or six tons, 
carrying a successor to the mar- 
tyred dog Laika of Sputnik n. the moon.
